CLXXV. Exhortation to the Congregation in behalf of the 
Candidates for Baptism. 


Dearly beloved, forasmuch as all men are conceived and born in sin, (and that 
which is born of the flesh is flesh,) and they that are in the flesh cannot please God, 
but live in sin, committing many actual transgressions ; aud that our Saviour Christ 
saith, None can enter into the kingdom of God, except he be regenerate and born 
anew of Water and of the Holy Ghost; I beseech you to call upon God the Father, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, that of his bounteous goodness he will grant to these 
persons that which by nature they cannot have; that they may be baptized with 
Water and the Holy Ghost, and received into Christ’s holy Church, and be made 
lively members of the same. 


CLXXVI. The Gospel from St. John iii. 1. and the Exhor- 
tation founded on the Gospel. 


There was a man of the Pharisees, named Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews. The same 
came to Jesus by night, and said unto him, Rabbi, we know that thou arta teacher come 
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from God ; for no man can do these miracles that thou doest, except God be with him. 
Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily I say unto thee, Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. Nicodemus saith unto him, How cana 
man be born when heis old? Can he enter the second time into his mother’s womb, and 
be born? Jesus answered, Verily, verily I say unto thee, Except a man be born of water 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. That which is born of the 
fresh is fiesh; and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said 
unto thee, Ye must be born again. The wind bloweth where tt listeth, and thow 
hearest the sound thereof; but canst not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: 
so te every one that ts born of the Spirit. 


Beloved, ye hear in this Gospel the express words of our Saviour Christ, that ex- 
cept a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God. Whereby ye may perceive the great necessity of this Sacrament, where it 
may be had. Likewise, immediately before his ascension into heaven, (as we read 
in the last Chapter of Saint Mark’s Gospel,) he gave command to his disciples, say- 
ing, Go ye into all the world, and preach the Gospel to every creature. He that be- 
lieveth, and is baptized, shall be saved; but he that believeth not, shall be damned. 
Which also sheweth unto us the great benefit we reap thereby. For which cause 
Saint Peter the Apostle, when upon his first preaching of the Gospel many were 
pricked at the heart, and said to him and the rest of the Apostles, Men and bre- 
thren, what shall we do? he replied and said unto them, Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. For the promise is to you and your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God shall call. And with many other words ex- 
horted he them, saying, Save yourselves from this untoward generation. For (as 
the same Apostle testifieth in another place) even Baptism doth also now save us, 
(not the putting away of the filth of the flesh, but the answer of a good conscience 
towards God,) by the resurrection of Jesus Christ. Doubt ye not therefore, but 
earnestly believe, that he will favourably receive these present persons, truly re- 
penting, and coming unto him by faith; that he will grant ‘hem remission of their 
sins, and bestow upon them the Holy Ghost; that he will give them the blessing of 
eternal life, and make them partakers of his everlasting kingdom. 

Wherefore we being thus persuaded of the good will of our heavenly Father to- 


wards these persons, declared by his Son Jesus Christ; let us faithfully and devoutly 
give thanks to him. 


CLXXVII. The Minister's particular Address to the Persons 
to be Baptized. 


Well-beloved, who are come hither desiring to reccive holy Baptism, ye have 
heard how the congregation hath prayed, that our Lord Jesus Christ would vouch- 
safe to receive you and bless you, to release you of your sins, to give you the 
kingdom of heaven, and everlasting life.

Ye shall not swear by my name falsely, neither 
shalt thou profane the name of thy God: I am the 
Lord. Lev. xix. 12. Who shall not fear thee, O Lord, 
and glorify thy name? for thou only art holy. Rev. 
xv. 4. Give unto the Lord the glory due unto his 
name. Psal. xxix. 2. Let them praise thy great and 
terrible name, for it is holy. Psal. xcix. 3. He will 
magnify the Law, and make it honourable. Jsa. xlii. 
21. Thou hast magnified thy Word above all thy 
name. Psal. cxxxviii. 2. Whoso despiseth the 
word shall be destroyed. Prov. xiii. 13. Hear the 
word of the Lord, ye that tremble at his word ; he 
shall appear to your joy. Jsa. Ixvi. 5. My heart 
standeth in awe of thy word. I rejoice at thy word, 
as one that findeth great spoil. Psal. cxix. 161, 162. 
Wherefore lay apart all filthiness and superfluity of 
naughtiness, and receive with meekness the engraft- 
ed word, which is able to save your souls. But be 
ye doers of the word, and not hearers only, de- 
celving your own selves. James i. 21, 22. Whoso 
keepeth his word, in him verily is the love of God 
perfected. 1 John ii. 5. 

Thou shalt fear the Lord thy God, and serve him, 
and shalt swear by his name. Deut. vi. 13. Now 
therefore fear the Lord, and serve him in sincerity 
and in truth. Josh. xxiv. 14. Only fear the Lord, 
and serve him in truth with all your heart : for con- 
sider how great things he hath done for you. 
1 Sam. xii. 24. And thou, Solomon, my son, know 
thou the God of thy father, and serve him with a 
perfect heart and with a willing mind: for the Lord 
searcheth all hearts, and understandeth all the ima- 
ginations of the thoughts : if thou seek him, he will 
be found of thee: but if thou forsake him, he will 
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cast thee off for ever.°1 Chron. xxviii. 9. Then 
said Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, Satan: for it 
is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and him only shalt thou serve. Matt. iv. 10. Let 
us have grace, whereby we may serve God accepta- 
bly with reverence and godly fear.

Therefore are they before the throne of God, and 
serve him day and night in his temple.

For this, 
Bs mysct) hou shalt not commit adultery, Thou shalt not 
all men, as I kill, Thou shalt not steal, Thou shalt not bear false 
wou ey witness, Thou shalt not covet ; and if there be any 
untome: other commandment, it is briefly comprehended in 

this saying, namely, Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself. Love workceth no ill to his neigh- 
bour: therefore love is the fulfilling of the law. 
Rom. xiii. 8, 9, 10. By love serve one another: 
for all the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this; 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. Gal. v. 
18, 14. Therefore all things whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye even so to them : 
for this is the Law and the Prophets. Matt. vii. 12. 
are to lores, Se God commanded, saying, Honour thy father 
succour my and mother: and, He that curseth father or mother, 
father and Jet him die the death. Matt. xv.4. Honour thy 
. father and mother; which is the first commandment 
with promise ; that it may be well with thee, and 
thou mayest live long on the earth. Eph. vi. 2, 3. 
Speak unto all the congregation of the children of 
Israel and say unto them, Ye shall be holy: for I 


the Lord your God am holy. Ye shall fear every 
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man his mother and his father: I am the Lord 
your God. Lev. xix. 2, 3. Cursed be he that 
setteth light by his father or his mother. Deut. 
xxvii. 16. If a man have a stubborn and rebel- 
lious son, which will not obey the voice of his fa- 
ther, or the voice of his mother, and that, when 
they have chastened him, will not hearken unto 
them : then shall his father and his mother lay hold 
on him, and bring him out unto the elders of his 
city, and unto the gate of his place ; and they shall 
say unto the elders of his city, This our son is stub- 
born and rebellious, he will not obey our voice ; 
he is a glutton, and a drunkard. And all the men 
of his city shall stone him with stones, that he die: 
so shalt thou put evil away from among you; and 
all Israel shall hear, and fear. Deut. xxi. 18 to 21. 
Moses said, Honour thy father and thy mother; 
and, whoso curseth father or mother, let him die 
the death: but ye say, If a man shall say to his 
father or mother, It is Corban, that is to say, a gift, 
by whatsoever thou mightest be profited by me; he 
shall be free. And ye suffer him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother ; making the word 
of God of none effect through your tradition, which 
ye have delivered. Mark vii. 10 to 138. Hearken 
unto thy father that begat thee, and despise not thy 
mother when she is old. Prov. xxiii. 22. A wise 
son heareth his father’s instruction. Prov. xiii. 1. 
A foolish man despiseth his mother. Prov. xv. 20. 
If any widow have children or nephews, let them 
first learn to shew piety at home, and to requite 
their parents: for that is good and acceptable before 
God. 1 Tim. v. 4. Joseph nourished his father, 
and his brethren, and all his father’s houshold. Gen. 
xlvii. 12. Children, obey your parents in all things : 
for this is well pleasing unto the Lord. Col. iii. 20. 
And he [Jesus | went down with them, [his parents, | 
and was subject unto them. Luke ii. 51. See also, 
Gen. xlvi. 29. Exod. xxi. 15.17. Prov. i. 8, 9. 
3. Submit yourselves to every ordinance of man 
for the Lord's sake : whether it be to the king, as 
supreme ; or unto governors, as unto them that are 
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King, and sent by him for the punishment of evil doers, and 

put in autho- for the praise of them that do well. Honour all 

rity under men. Love the brotherhood. Fear God. Honour 
the King. 1 Pet. ii. 13, 14.17. Thou shalt not 
revile the gods, [marginal reading, judges,] nor 
curse the ruler of thy people. Exod. xxii. 28. Let 
every soul be subject unto the higher powers. For 
there is no power but of God: the powers that be 
are ordained of God. Whosoever therefore resisteth 
the power, resisteth the ordinance of God: and they 
that resist shall receive to themselves damnation. 
For rulers are not a terror to good works, but to 
the evil. Wilt thou then not be afraid of the power? 
do that which is good, and thou shalt have praise of 
the same: for he is the minister of God to thee for 
good. But if thou do that which is evil, be afraid ; 
for he beareth not the sword in vain: for he is the 
minister of God, a revenger to execute wrath upon 
him that doeth evil. Wherefore ye must needs be 
subject, not only for wrath, but also for conscience 
sake. For for this cause, pay ye tribute also; for 
they are God’s ministers, attending continually upon 
this very thing. Render therefore to all their dues : 
tribute to whom tribute is due; custom to whom 
custom; fear to whom fear; honour to whom 
honour. Rom. xiii. 1 to 7. Then saith he unto 
them, Render therefore unto Czesar the things 
which are Ceesar’s ; and unto God the things that 
are God’s. Matt. xxii. 21. By me kings reign, and 
princes decree justice. By me princes rule, and 
nobles, even all the judges of the earth. Prov. viii. 
15, 16. And thou shalt come unto the priests the 
Levites, and unto the judge that shall be in those 
days, and enquire ; and they shall shew thee the 
sentence of judgment: and thou shalt do according 
to the sentence; and thou shalt observe to do accord- 
ing to all that they inform thee: according to the 
sentence of the law which they shall teach thee, and

David said unto his men, The Lord forbid that I 
should do this thing unto my master, the Lord’s 
anointed, to stretch forth mine hand against him, 
seeing he is the anointed of the Lord. So David 
stayed his servants with these words, and suffered 
them not to rise against Saul. 1 Sam. xxiv. 6, 7. 
Punt them in mind to be subject to principalities 
and powers, to obey magistrates. Titus iii. 1. I 
exhort therefore, that, first of all, supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and giving of thanks, be 
made for all men; for kipgs, and for all that are in 
authority ; that we may lead a quiet and peaceable 
life in all godliness and honesty. For this is good 
and acceptable in the sight of God our Saviour. 
1 Tim. ii. 1, 2, 3. See also, Num. xvi. 12, 13, 14. 
28 to 32. Jude 8. 

4. They cast lots, ward against ward, as well the 
small as the great, the teacher as the scholar. 
1 Chron. xxv. 8. Now I say, That the heir, as 
long as he is a child, differcth nothing from a ser- 
vant, though he be lord of all; but is under tutors 
and governors until the time appointed of the fa- 
ther. Gal. iv. 1, 2. Lest thou mourn at the last, 
and say, How have I hated instruction, and my 
heart despised reproof; and have not obeyed the 
voice of my teachers, nor inclined mine ear to them 
that instructed me.

for he is the messenger of the Lord of hosts. Mal. 
ii. 7. Remember them which have the rule over 
you, who have spoken unto you the word of God: 
whose faith follow. Obey them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves: for they watch 
for your souls, as they that must give account. 
Heb, xiii. 7.17. We beseech you, brethren, to know 
them which labour among you, and are over you in 
the Lord, and admonish you; and to esteem them 
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very highly in love for their work’s sake. 1 Thess. 
v. 12,13. Let him that is taught in the word com- 
municate unto him that teacheth in all good things. 
Gal. vi. 6. Who goeth a warfare any time at his 
own charges ? Who planteth a vineyard, and eateth 
not of the fruit thereof? or who feedeth a flock, and 
eateth not of the milk of the flock? Do ye not 
know that they which minister about holy things live 
of the things of the temple ? and they which wait at 
the altar are partakers with the altar? even so hath 
the Lord ordained that they which preach the Gos- 
pel should live of the Gospel. 1 Cor. ix. 7. 13, 14. 
Let the elders that rule well be counted worthy 
of double honour, especially they who labour in the 
word and doctrine. 1 Zim. v. 17. Receive him 
[Epaphroditus] therefore in the Lord with all glad- 
ness ; and hold such in reputation. PAil. ii. 29. He 
that heareth you heareth me; and he that despiseth 
you despiseth me ; and he that despiseth me despis- 
eth him that sent me. Luke x. 16. But they [the 
Jews | mocked the messengers of God, and despised 
his words, and misused his prophets, until the wrath 
of the Lord arose against his people, till there was 
no remedy. 2 Chron. xxxvi. 16. He therefore that 
despiseth, despiseth not man, but God. 1 Thess.iv. 8. 
Servants, be subject to your masters with all fear ; 
not only to the good and gentle but also to the fro- 
ward. 1 Pet. ii. 18. Servants, obey in all things 
your masters according to the flesh; not with eye- 
service, as menpleasers ; ; but in singleness of heart, 
fearing God: and whatsoever ye do, do it heartily, 
as to the Lord, and not unto men; knowing that of 
the Lord ye shall receive the rew ard of the inherit- 
ance: for ye serve the Lord Christ. But he that 
doecth wrong shall receive for the wrong which he 
hath done : and there is no respect of persons. Col. 
iii. 22 to 25. Exhort servants to be obedient unto 
their own masters, and to please them well in all 
things ; ; not answering again ; not purloining, but 
shewi ing all good fidelity ; ; that they may adorn the 
doctrine of God our Saviour in all things.

25. 31. Lie not one to another, seeing that ye have 
put off the old man with his deeds. Col. iii. 9. Speak 
ye every man the truth to his neighbour. Zech. viii. 
16. These things doth the Lord hate; a lying tongue, 
an heart that deviseth wicked imaginations, a false 
witness that speaketh lies, and he that soweth dis- 
cord among brethren. Prov. vi. 16 10 19. If any 
man among you seein to be religious, and bridleth 
not his tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, this 
man’s religion is vain. James i. 26. Ye are of your 
father the devil; he was a murderer from the begin- 
ning, and abode not in the truth, because there is no 
truth in him. When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh 
of his own: for he is a liar, and the father of it. 
John viii. 44. All liars shall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and brimstone. There 
shall in no wise enter into it [the holy Jerusalem ] 
any thing that defileth, neither whatsoever worketh 
abomination, or maketh a lie. Rev. xxi. 8. 27. Re- 
move from me the way of lying ; and grant me thy 
law graciously. 1 hate and abhor lying ; but thy law 
do I love. /’sal. cxix. 29. 163. Deliver my soul, 
O Lord, from lying lips, and from a deceitful tongue. 
Psal. cxx. 2. Thou shalt not go up and down as 
a talebearer among thy people: neither lie one to 
another. Lev. xix. 16. 11. He that uttereth a slan- 
der, is a fool. Prov. x. 18. Whoso privily slandereth 
his neighbour, him will I cut off. Psal. ci. 5. Where-

fore laying aside all malice, and all guile, and hypo- 
crisies, and envies, and all evil speakings, as new- 
born babes, desire the sincere milk of the word, that 
ye may grow thereby. 1 Pet. ii. 1, 2. Not render- 
ing evil for evil, or railing for railing : but contrari- 
wise blessing. For he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his tongue from evil, and 
his lips that they speak no guile. 1 Pet. iii. 9, 10. 
For with what judgment ye judge, ye shall be 
judged : and with what measure ye mete, it shall 
be measured to you again. Matt. vii. 2. See also, 
Prov. xii. 19. 22. James iv. 11. Acts v. 1 to 10. 
Psal. \wiii. 3. Rev. xxii. 15. 

11. Take heed to yourselves, lest at any time your 
hearts be overcharged with surfeiting, and drunken- 
ness, and cares of this life. Luke xxi. 84. The time 
past of our life may suffice us to have wrought the 
will of the Gentiles, when we walked in lascivious- 
ness, lusts, excess of wine, revellings, banquetings, 
and abominable idolatries. 1 Pet. iv. 8. Beside this, 
giving all diligence, add to your knowledge, tempe- 
rance. 2 Pet.i. 5,6. Every man that striveth for 
the mastery is temperate in all things. I keep under 
my body, and bring it into subjection. 1 Cor. ix. 
25.27. The end of all things is at hand; be ye 
therefore sober, and watch unto prayer. 1 Pet. iv. 7. 
Let us walk honestly, as in the day ; not in rioting 
and drunkenness, not in chambering and wanton- 
ness, not in strife and envying. But put ye on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and make not provision for the 
flesh, to fulfil the lusts thereof. Rom. xiii. 18, 14. 
Meats for the belly, and the belly for meats: but 
God shall destroy both it and them. Now the body 
is not for fornication, but for the Lord: and the 
Lord for the body. 1 Cor. vi. 13. Ye have heard 
that it was said by them of old time, Thou shalt not 
commit adultery : but I say unto you, That whoso- 
ever looketh on a woman to lust after her hath com- 
mitted adultery with her already in his heart. Matt. 
v. 27, 28. Ye know what commandments we gave 
you by the Lord Jesus. For this is the will of God, 
even your sanctification, that ye should abstain from

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fornication : that every one of you should know how 
to possess his vessel in sanctification and honour. 
1 Thess. iv. 2, 3, 4. Fornication, and all unclean- 
ness, or covetousness, let it not be once named 
among you, as becometh saints ; neither filthiness, 
nor foolish talking, nor jesting, which are not cove- 
nient. For this ye know, that no whoremonger, nor 
unclean person, nor covetous man, who is an ido- 
later, hath any inheritance in the kingdom of Christ 
and of God. Eph. v. 3,4, 5. Dearly beloved, I 
beseech you as strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly lusts, which war against the soul. 1 Pet. ii. 11. 
How can I do this great wickedness, and sin against 
God ? Gen. xxxix. 9. Every man is tempted, when 
he is drawn away of his own lust, and enticed. 
Then when lust hath conceived, it bringeth forth sin: 
and sin, when it is finished, bringeth forth death. 
James i. 14, 15. Dearly beloved, let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
perfecting holiness in the fear of God. 2 Cor. vii. 1. 

12. Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour’s house, 
thou shalt not covet thy neighbour’s wife, nor his 
man-servant, nor his maid-servant, nor his ox, nor 
his ass, nor any thing that is thy neighbour’s. Exod. 
xx. 17. Let your conversation be without covet- 
ousness ; and be content with such things as ye 
have. Heb. xiii. 5. And he said unto them, Take 
heed and beware of covetousness : for a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance of the things which 
he possesseth. Luke xii. 15. They covet fields, and 
take them by violence; and houses, and take them 
away. Mic. ii. 2. The wicked blesseth the covet- 
ous, whom the Lord abhorreth. Psal. x. 3. For the 
iniquity of his covetousness was I wroth, and smote 
him. Jsa. lvii. 17. Woe to him that coveteth an evil 
covetousness to his house, that he may set his nest 
on high. Woe to him that increaseth that which is 
not his! Heb. ii. 9.6. Be not deceived; neither 
thieves, nor covetous, shall inherit the kingdom of 
God. 1 Cor. vi. 9,10. This ye know, that no covet- 
ous man, who is an idolater, hath any inheritance 
in the kingdom of Christ and of God. Eph. v. 5. 
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All that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, and 
the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of 
the Father, but is of the world. 1 Johnii. 16. Mor- 
tify therefore your members which are upon the 
earth: evil concupiscence, and covetousness which is 
idolatry. Col. iii. 5.—See also, the account of Gehazz, 
2 Kings v. 20 to 27. and Matt. vi. 19 to 24. Rom. 
vii. 8. 2 Pet. ii. 15.— Mark vii. 21, 22. 

That ye study to be quiet, and to do your 
tare are own business, and to work with your own hands, 
get mineown as we commanded you; that ye may walk honestly 
dom duty toward them that are without, and that ye may have 
in that state Jack of nothing. 1 Thess. iv. 11, 12. Provide things 
which it honest in the sight of all men. Rom. xii.17. If 
shail plea‘? any provide not for his own, and specially for those 
me. of his own house, he hath denied the faith, and is 

worse than an infidel. 1 Zim.v. 8. After these things 
Paul departed from Athens, and came to Corinth ; 
and found a certain Jew named Aquila, born in 
Pontus. And because he was of the same craft, he 
abode with them, and wrought: for by their oc- 
cupation they were tent-makers. Acts xviii. 1, 2, 3. 
Neither did we eat any man’s bread for nought ; 
but wrought with labour and travail night and day, 
that we might not be chargeable to any of you: not 
because we have not power, but to make ourselves 
an ensample unto you to follow us. For even when 
we were with you, this we commanded you, that if 
any would not work, neither should he eat. Now 
them that are such we command and exhort by our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that with quietness they work 
and eat their own bread. 2 Thess. iii. 8, 9, 10. 12. 
The soul of the sluggard desireth, and hath nothing: 
but the soul of the diligent shall be made fat. Prov. 
xiii. 4. I went by the field of the slothful, and by 
the vineyard of the man void of understanding; and, 
lo, it was all grown over with thorns, and nettles 
had covered the face thereof, and the stone wall 
thereof was broken down. Then I saw, and consi- 
dered it well; I looked upon it, and received in- 
struction. Yet a little sleep, a little slumber, a little 
folding of the hands to sleep: so shall thy poverty 
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come as one that travelleth; and thy want as an 
armed man. Prov. xxiv. 80 to 34. Whatsoever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with thy might; for there 
is no work, nor device, nor knowledge, nor wis- 
dom, in the grave, whither thou goest. Eccl. ix. 10. 
Seekest thou great things for thyself? seek them 
not. Jer. xlv. 5. Godliness with contentment is great 
gain. For we brought nothing into this world, and 
it is certain we can carry nothing out. And having 
food and raiment let us be therewith content. But 
they that will be rich fall into temptation and a 
snare, and into many foolish and hurtful lusts, which 
drown men in destruction and perdition. For the 
love of money is the root of all evil: which while 
some coveted after, they have erred from the faith, 
and pierced themselves through with many sorrows. 
1 Tim. vi. 6 to 10. Peter saith to Jesus, Lord, and 
what shall this man do? Jesus saith unto him, If I 
will that he tarry till I come, what is that to thee ?

mish. So ought men to love their wives as their own bodies: he that loveth his wife, loveth 
himself. For no man ever yet hated his own flesh, but nourisheth and cherisheth it, ecen 
as the Lord the Church: for we are members of his body, of his flesh, and of his bones. 
For this cause shalla man leave his father and mother, and shall be jotned unto his wife ; 
and they two shall be one flesh. This is a great mystery ; but I speak concerning Christ 
and the Church. Nevertheless, let every one of youtn particular so love his wife, ever 
ashimeelf.

And in his Epistle to the Colossians, Saint Paul giveth 
you this short lesson; Wives, submit yourselves unto your own husbands, as it is fil in 
the Lord.

power of thy wrath: for even thereafter as aman feareth, so is thy displeasure.—So teach 
us to number our days: that we may apply our hearts unto wisdom.—Turn thee again, 
O Lord, at the last: and be gracious unto thy servants.—O satisfy us with thy mercy, 
and that suon: so shall we rejoice and be glad all the days of our life —Comfort us 
again, now after the time that thou hast plagued us: and for the years wherein we hare 
suffered udversity.—Shew thy servants thy work: and their children thy glory.—And the 
glorious Majesty of the Lord our God be upon us: prosper thou the work of our hands 
ae O prosper thou our handy-work.—Glory be to the Father, &c. As it was in 
the, &c. 

1 Cor, xv. 20.—Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become the first-fruits of them 
that slept. For since by man came death, by man came also the resurrection of the 
dead. Forasin Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be madealive. But every 
man in his own order: Christ the first-fruits ; afterward they that are Christ's, at his 
coming. Then cometh the end, when he shali have delivered up the kingdom to God, even 
the Father ; when he shall have put down all rule, and all authority, and power. For 
he must reign lill he hath put all enemies under his feet. The last enemy that shall be 
destroyed is death: For he hath put all things under his feet. But when he saith, All 
things are put under him, it is manifest that he is excepted which did put all things 
under him, And when all things shall be subdued unto him, then shall the Son also him- 
self be subject unto him that put all things under him, that God may beallinall. Else 
what shall they do which are baptized for the dead, if the dead rise not at all? Why are 
they then baptized for the dead? And why stand we in jeopardy every hour ? I protest 
by your rejoicing which Ihave in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If after the man- 
ner of men I have fought with beasts at Ephesus, what advantageth it me if the dead rise 
not? Let us eat and drink, for to morrow we die. Be not deceived; evil communica- 
tions corrupt yood manners. Awake to righteousness, and sin not; for some have not 
the knowledge of God: I speak this to your shame. But some man wili say, How are 
the dead raised up? and with what body do they come? Thou fool, that which thou 
sowest is not quickened except it die. And that which thou sowest, thou sowest not that 
hody that shall be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of some other grain. But 
God giveth it a body, as tt hath pleased him, and to every seed his own body. All flesh és 
not the same flesh, but there is one kind of ficsh of men, another flesh of beasts, another 
of fishes, and another of birds. There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial ; but 
the glory uf the celestial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial is another. There is one 
glory of the sun, and another glory of the moon, and another glory of the stare; for one 
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star differeth from another star in glory. So also is the resurrection of the dead: It ts 
sown in corruption ; it is raised tn incorruption : It is sown in dishonour ; st te raised in 
glory: Itis sown in weakness; it is raised in power: It is sown a natural body; it is 
raised a spiritual body.

Behold, I shew youa mystery: We shall not all 
sleep, but we shall be chanyed, in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trump ; (for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shali be raised incorruptible, and 
we shali be changed.) For this corruptible must put on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality. So when this corruplible shall have put on incorruption, and 
this mortal shall have put on immortality, then shall be brought to pass the saying that 
ts wrillen, Death is swallowed up in victory. O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
there is thy victory ? The sting of death is sin, and the strength of sin is the law. But 
thanks be to Gud which giveth us the victory, through our Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, 
my beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, unmoveuble, always abounding tn the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is not in vain in the Lord.

* THE PREFACE. 


It is evident unto all men, diligently reading holy Scripture and ancient Authors, 
that from the Apostles’ time there have been these Orders of Ministers in Christ's 
Church; Bishops, Priests, and Deacons. Which Offices were evermore had in such 
reverend estimation, that no man might presume to execute any of them, except he 
were first called, tried, examined, and known to have such Qualities as are requisite 
for the same; and also by Public Prayer, with imposition of Hands, were approved 
and admitted thereunto by lawful Authority. And therefore, to the intent that 
these Orders may b: continued, and reverently used and esteemed in the Church of 
England ; no Man shall be accounted or taken to be a lawful Bishop, Priest, or Deacon 
in the Chureh of England; or suffered to execute any of the said Functions, except 
he be called, tried, examined, and admitted thereunto, according to the Form here- 
after following, or hath had formerly Episcopal Consecration or Ordination. 

And none shall be admitted a Deacon, except he be Twenty-three Years of age, 
unless he have a Faculty. And every man which is to be admitted a Priest, shall 
be full Four and-Twenty Years old. And every man which is to be ordained or 
consecrated Bishop, shall be full Thirty Years of age. 

And the Bishop knowing, either by hin.self, or by sufficient Testimony, any Person 
to be a Man of virtuous Conversation, and without Crime; and, after Examination 
and Trial, finding him learned in the Latin Tongue, and sufficieutly instructed ina 
holy Scripture, may at the times appointed in the Canon, or else, on urgent Ocea- 
sion, upon some other Sunday or Holy-day, in the face of the Church, admit him a 
Deacon, in such Manner and Form as hereafter followeth. 
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multitude of the disciples unto them, and said, Look 
ye out among you seven men of honest report, full 
of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom we may ap- 
point.

4. Good people, these are they, whom we purpose, God willing, to receive this Day 
into the holy Office of Priesthood: for after due examination, we find not to the con- 
trary, but that they be lawfully called to their Function and Ministry, and that they 
be persons meet for the same. But yet if there be any of you, who knoweth any 
Impediment, or notable Crime in any of them, for the which he ought not to be re- 
ceived into this holy Ministry, let him come forth in the Name of God, and shew 
what the Crime or Impediment is.

The Epistle. Ephes. iv. 7 tol5.— Unto every one of.us is given grace according to the 
measure of the gift of Christ. Wherefore he saith, When he ascended up on high, he led 
captivily captive, and gave gifts unto men. (Now that he ascended, what is it, but that 
he also descended first into the lower parts of the earth? He that descended is the same 
also that ascended up far above ali heavens, that he might fill all things.) And he gave 
some, Apostles; and some, Prophets; and some, Evangelists; and some, Pastore and 
Teachers ; for the perfecting of the Saints, for the work of the Ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ: till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of 
Christ. 

After this shall be read, for the Gospel, part of the ninth Chapter of Saint Matthew 
as followeth.—Matt. ix. 36, 37, 38,— When Jesus saw the multitudes, he was moved 
with compassion on them, because they fainted, and were scattered abroad, as sheep 
having no shepherd. Then saith he unto his disciples, The harvest truly is plenteous, 
but the labourers are few: Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest. 

Or else this that followeth out of the tenth Chapter of Saint John.—John x. 1 to 16. 
—Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that entereth not by the door into the sheepfold, but 
climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and a robber.

Then said Jesus 
unto them again, Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am the door of the sheep. <All, that 
ever came before me, are thieves and rohbers: but the sheep did not hear them. I am the 
duor: by me if any man enter tn, he shall be saved, and shall goin and out, and find 
pasture. The thief cometh not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to destroy: IT am come, 
that they might have life, and that they might have it more abundantly. I am the good 
Shepherd; the good Shepherd giveth his life for the sheep.

Then 
Peter began to say unto him, Lo, we have left all, 
and have followed thee. Mark x. 28. Jesus said 
unto Simon, Fear not; from henceforth thou shalt 
catch men. And when they had brought their ships 
to land, they forsook all, and followed him. After 
these things he went forth, and saw a Publican, 
named Levi, sitting at the receipt of custom: and 
he said unto him, Follow me. And he left all, rose 
up, and followed him.

A Bishop then must be blameless, the husband of one 
wife, vigilant, sober, of good behaviour, given to hospitality, apt to teach; not given to 
wine, no striker, not greedy of filthy lucre, but patient; not a brawler, not covetous ; one 
that ruleth weli his own house, having his children in subjection with all gravity; (For 
if aman know not how to rule his own house, how shall he take care of the church of 
God?) Not a novice, lest being lifted up with pride, he fall into the condemnation of the 
Gevil, Moreover, he must have a good report of them which are without: lest he fal 
into reproach, and the snare of the devil. 

Or this.—For the Epistle.-—Acts xx. 17 to 35.——-From Miletus Paul sent to Ephesus, 
and called the elders of the church. And when they were come to him, he said unto them, 
Ye know from the first day that I came into Asia, after what manner I have been with 
you at ali seasons, serving the Lord with all humility of mind, and with sie tears and 
temptations, which befel me by the lying in wait of the Jews: And how I kept back 
nothing that was profitable unto you, but have shewed you, and have taught you pub- 
licly, and from house to house, testifying both to the Jews and also to the Greeks, repent - 
ance toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ.

And now behold, I know that ye all, 
among whom I have gone preaching the kingdom of God, shall see my face no more. 
Wherefore I take you to record this day, that I am pure from the blood of all men. For 
I have not shunned to declare unto you ali the counsel of God. Take heed therefore unto 
yourselves, and tu all the flock, over the which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
to feed the Church of God, which he hath purchased with his own blood, For I know 
this, that after my departing shall grievous wolves enter in among you, not sparing the 
flock. Also of your ownselves shall men arise, speaking perverse things, to draw away 
disciples after them. Therefore watch, and remember, that by the space of three years, 
L ceased not to warn every one night and day with tears. And now, brethren, 1 com- 
mend you to God, and to the word of his grace, which ts able to build you up, and to 
give you an inherilance among ali them which are sanctified. I have coveted no man’s 
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silver, or gold, or apparel: yea, ye yourselves know, that these hands have ministered 
unto my necessities, and to them that were with me. I have showed you all things, how 
that so labouring ye ought to support the weak ; and to remember the words of the Lord 
Jesus, how he said, It is more blessed tu yive than to receive.

And when he had said this, he breathed on 
them, and saith unto them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost. Whosesoever sins ye remit, they 
are remitted unto them: and whosesoever sins ye retain, they are retaincd.

And his name shall be called Wonderful, Counsel- 
lor, The Mighty God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace. [sa. ix. 6. Wherefore let all the 
house of Israel know assuredly, that God hath made 
that same Jesus, whom ye have crucified, both Lord 
and Christ. Acts ii. 36. Looking for the blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of the great God 
and our Saviour Jesus Christ. 7Zttus ii. 13. And 
they stoned Stephen, calling upon God, and saying, 
Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. 4cts vii. 50. Thomas 
answered and said unto him, My Lord and my God. 
John xx. 28. Without controversy great is the 
mystery of godliness: God was manifest in the 
flesh. 1 Tim. iii. 16. Every spirit that confesseth 
not that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is not of 
God. 1 John iv. 8. Hereby perceive we the love 
of God, beeause he laid down his life for us. 1 
John iii. 16. There is one Mediator between God 
and men, the man Christ Jesus. 1 Z1m. ii. 5. 

6. Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the 
just for the unjust, that he might bring us to God, 
being put to death in the flesh, but quickened by 
the Spirit. 1 Pet. iii. 18. He is despised and re- 
jected of men; a man of sorrows, and acquainted 
with grief: and we hid as it were our faces from 


7. to re- 
concile his 
Father to us, 
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him; he was despised, and we esteemed him not. 
He poured out his soul unto death: and he was 
numbered with the transgressors ; and he bare the 
sin of many. Isa. lili. 3. 12. Forasmuch then as 
Christ hath suffered for ns in the flesh, arm your- 
selves likewise with the same mind. 1 Pet. iv. 1. 
And when they were come to the place, which is 
called Calvary, there they crucified him. And when 
Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said, Father, 
into thy hands I commend my spirit: and having said 
thus, he gave up the ghost. Luke xxiii. 33. 46. 
When they came to Jesus, and saw that he was dead 
already, they brake not his legs. John xix. 33. Our 
Lord Jesus Christ died for us. 1 Thess. v. 9, 10. 
I lay down my life, that I might take it again. 
No man taketh it from me, but I lay it down of 
myself. JI have power to lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again. John x. 17,18. When the 
even was come, there came a rich man of Arima- 
thea, named Joseph, who also himself was Jesus’ 
disciple: he went to Pilate, and begged the body 
of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded the body to be 
delivered. And when Joseph had taken the body, 
he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it in 
his own new tomb. Matt. xxvii. 57 to60. He 
made his grave with the wicked, and with the rich 
in his death. Jsa. lili. 9. 

7. We were reconciled to God by the death of his 
Son. Rom. v. 10. You, that were sometime alienat- 
ed and enemies in your mind by wicked works, yet 
now hath he reconciled in the body of his flesh 
through death. Col. i. 21,22. That he might re- 
concile both unto God in one body by the cross, 
having slain the enmity thercby: and came and 
preached peace to you which were afar off, and to 
them that were nigh. For through him we both 
have access by one Spirit unto the Father. Eph. ii. 
16, 17, 18. Wherefore in all things it behoved him 
to be made like unto his brethren, that he might be 
a merciful and faithful High Priest in things per- 
taining to God, to make reconciliation for the sins 
of the people. Heb. ii. 17. And hath given to us

guilt, but 
also for 
actual sins 
of men. 
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the ministry of reconciliation, to wit, that God was 
in Christ, reconciling the world unto himself, not 
imputing their trespasses unto them. He made him 
to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in him. 2 Cor. v. 
18, 19. 21. See also, Matt. xx. 28.—1 Tim. ii. 5, 6. 

8. Christ our passover is sacrificed for us. 1 Cor. 
v. 7. Christ hath loved us, and hath given himself 
for us an offering and a sacrifice to God for a sweet 


-smelling savour. ph. v. 2. Now once in the end 


of the world hath he appeared to put away sin by 
the sacrifice of himself. Heb. ix. 26. Behold the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of the 
world. John i. 29. As by the offence of one judg- 
ment came upon all men to condemnation ; even so 
by the righteousness of one the free gift came upon 
all men unto justification of life. Rom. v.18. For 
as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive. 1 Cor. xv. 22. If any man sin, we 
have an Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous: and he is the Propitiation for our sins: 
and not for ours only, but also for the sins of the 
whole world. 1 John ii. 1, 2. The blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin. 1 John i. 
7. Christ hath redeemed us from the curse of the 
law, being made a curse forus. Gal. iii. 13. Blot- 
ting out the handwriting of ordinances that was 
against us, which was contrary to us, and took it out 
of the way, nailing it to his cross. Col. ii. 14. Christ 
was once offered to bear the sins of many. Heb. ix. 
28. Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried 
our sorrows: yet we did esteem him stricken, smitten 
of God, and afflicted. But he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for our iniquities : 
the chastisement of our peace was upon him; and 
with his stripes we are healed. All we like sheep 
have gone astray ; we have turned every one to his 
own way; and the Lord hath laid on him the ini- 
quity of us all. Usa. li. 4, 5, 6.

I delivered unto you first of all that which I also 
received, how that Christ died for our sins accord- 
ing to the Scriptures; and that he was buried. 
1 Cor. xv. 3, 4. ' David speaketh concerning him, 
I foresaw the Lord always before my face, for he 
is on my right hand, that I should not be moved: 
therefore did my heart rejoice, and my tongue was 
glad ; moreover also my flesh shall rest in hope: 
because thou wilt not leave my soul in hell, neither 
wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see corruption. 
David being a prophet, and knowing that God had 
sworn with an oath to him, that of the fruit of his 
loins, according to the flesh, he would raise up 
Christ to sit on his throne; he seeing this before 
spake of the resurrection of Christ, that his soul 
was not left in hell, neither his flesh did see corrup- 
tion. Acts ii. 25, 26, 27. 29, 30, 31. Now that he 
ascended, what is it but that he also descended first 
into the lower parts of the earth? He that descend- 
ed is the same also that ascended up far above all 
heavens, that he might fill all things. Eph. iv. 9, 10. 
Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To day 
shalt thou be with me in paradise, Luke xxiii. 43. 


CCCV. Article IV. Of the Resurrection of Christ. 


1. Christ rose again the third day according to 
the Scriptures. 1 Cor. xv. 3,4. He is not here: 
for he is risen, us he said. Come, see the place 
where the Lord lay. Matt. xxviii. 6. Now when 
Jesus was risen early the first day of the week, he 
appeared first to Mary Magdalene. Mark xvi. 9. 
Remember how he spake unto you when he was 
yet in Galilee, saying, The Son of man must be 
delivered into the hands of sinful men, and be cru- 
cified, and the third day rise again. Luke xxiv. 6, 7. 
This is now the third time that Jesus shewed him- 
self to his disciples, after that he was risen from the 
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dead. John xxi. 14. Him God raised up the third 
day, and shewed him openly ; not to all the people, 
but unto witnesses chosen before of God, even to 
us, who did eat and drink with him after he rose 
from the dead. Acts x. 40, 41. To whom also he 
shewed himself alive after his passion by many in- 
fallible proofs, being seen of them forty days, and 
speaking of the things pertaining to the kingdom of 
God. Acis i. 3. To this end Christ both died, and 
rose, and revived, that he might be Lord both of 
the dead and living. Rom. xiv. 9. Blessed be the 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
according to his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ from the dead. 1 Pet.i. 3. Who was deli- 
vered for our offences, and was raised again for our 
justification. Rom. iv. 25. Then saith he to Tho- 
mas, Reach hither thy finger, and behold my hands: 
and reach hither thy hand, and thrust it into my 
side: and be not faithless, but believing. John 
xx. 27. 

2. andtook 2, Jesus himself stood in the midst of them, and 
tay hn saith unto them, Peace be unto you. But they were 
flesh, bones, terrified and affrighted, and supposed that they had 
ere rainine: seen a spirit. And he said unto them, Why are ye 
to the perte¢. troubled ? and why do thoughts arise in your hearts?

46.51. And while they looked stedfastly toward 
heaven as he went up, behold, two men stood by 
them in white apparel; which also said, Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into heaven ? this 
same Jesus, which is taken up from you into heaven, 
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shall so come in like manner as ye have seen him 
go into heaven. d4cts i. 10,11. So then after the 
Lord had spoken unto them, he was received up 
into heaven, and sat on the right hand of God. 
Mark xvi.19. God hath highly exalted him, and 
given him a name which is above every name. Phil. 
11.9. The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou at my 
right hand, until I make thine enemies thy footstool. 
Psal. cx. 1. Who being the brightness of his glory, 
and the express image of his person, and upholding 
all things by the word of his power, when he had 
by himself purged our sins, sat down on the right 
hand of the Majesty on high. Heb. i. 3. We have 
such an High Priest, who is set on the right hand 
of the throne of the Majesty in the heavens; a Mi- 
nister of the sanctuary, and of the true tabernacle. 
Heb. viii. 1, 2. If ye then be risen with Christ, 
seek those things which are above, where Christ 
sitteth on the right hand of God. Col. ili. 1. Whom 
the heaven must receive until the times of restitu- 
tion of all things. cts iil, 21. For the Lord him- 
self shall descend from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise first. 1 Thess. 
iv. 16. The Father hath committed all judgment 
unto the Son: and hath given him authority to 
execute judgment also. John vy. 22. 27. He hath 
appointed a day, in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that Man whom he hath 
ordained. Acts xvii. 31. The Lord Jesus who shall 
judge the quick and the dead at his appearing and 
his kingdom. 2 Zim. iv. 1. He commanded us to 
preach unto the people, and to testify that it is he 
which was ordained of God to be the Judge of quick 
and dead. Acts x. 42. We must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ; that every one may 
receive the things done in his body, according to 
that he hath done, whether it be good or bad, 2 Cor. 
v.10. The day of the Lord will come as a thief 
in the night ; in the which the heavens shall pass 
away with a great noise, and the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat, the earth also and the works that 
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are therein shall be burned up. Seeing then that 
all these things shall be dissolved, what manner of 
persons ought ye to be in all holy conversation and 
godliness, looking for and hasting unto the coming 
of the day of God. 2 Pet. iii. 10, 11, 12. See also, 
1 Pet. iv. 3. 5.—Rom. ii. 12. 16. 


CCCVI. Article V. Of the Holy Ghost. 


The Holy The Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom 
Cndivgtnm the Father will send in my name, he shall teach 
the Father you all things. John xiv. 26. But when the Com- 
is of one sub- forter is come, whom I will send unto you from the 
jetty and Father, even the Spirit of truth, which proceedeth 
glory, with from the Father, he shall testify of me. John xv. 
andthe Son, 26- Itis expedient for you that I go away : for if 
veryand J go not away, the Comforter will not come unto 
Bane you; but if I depart, I will send him unto you. 

John xvi. 7. Therefore being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received of the Father the 
promise of the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth this, 
which ye now see and hear. Acts ii. 33. Ye are not 
in the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you. Now if any man have 
not the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. Hom. viii. 
9. Searching what, or what manner of time the 
Spirit of Christ which was in them [the prophets] 
did signify, when it testified beforehand the suffer- 
ings of Christ, and the glory that should follow. 
1 Pet. i. 11. God hath revealed them unto us by 
his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, 
the deep things of God. For what man knoweth 
the things of a man, save the spirit of man which is 
in him? even so the things of God knoweth no 
man, but the Spirit of God. 1 Cor. ii. 10, 11. 
Know ye not that ye are the temple of God, and 
that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you? If any man 
defile the temple of God, him shall God destroy. 
Know ye not that your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye have of 
God? 1 Cor. iii. 16, 17. vi. 19. Now the Lord is 
that Spirit: and where the Spirit of the Lord is,

CCCVII. Article VI. Of the Sufficiency of the Holy 


Scriptures for Salvation. 


1. From a child thou hast known the holy Scrip- 
tures, which are able to make thee wise unto salva- 
tion through faith which is in Christ Jesus. All 
Scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is pro- 
fitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness: that the man of God 
may be perfect, throughly furnished unto all good 
works. 2 Tim. iii. 15, 16, 17. The law of the Lord 
is perfect, converting the soul: the testimony of the 
Lord is sure, making wise the simple. The statutes 
of the Lord are right, rejoicing the heart : the com- 
mandment of the Lord is pure, enlightening the 
eyes. The fear of the Lord is clean, enduring for 
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ever : the judgments of the Lord are true and righ- 
teous altogether. Psal. xix. 7, 8, 9. These [signs | 
are written, that ye might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that believing ye might 
have life through his name. John xx. 31. 


2. so that whatsoever is not read therein, nor may be proved thereby, is not to be 
required of any man, that it should be believed as an article of the Faith, or be 
thought requisite or necessary to salvation. In the name of the holy Scripture we 
do understand those Canonical Books of the Old and New Testament, of whose 
authority was never any doubt in the Church.

The IV Book of Esdras, The Song of the three Children, 
The Book of Tobias, The Story of Susanna, 

The Book of Judith, Of Bel and the Dragon, 

The rest of the Book of Esther, The Praycr of Manasses, 

The Book of Wisdom, The I Book of Maccabees, 
Jesus the son of Sirach, The II Book of Maccabees. 


All the Books of the New Testament, as they are commonly received, we do re- 
ceive and account them Canonical. 


2. Preach the word ; be instant in season, out of 
season ; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long suf- 
fering and doctrine. For the time will come when 
they will not endure sound doctrine; but after their 
own lusts shall they heap to themselves teachers, 
having itching ears ; and they shall turn away their 
ears from the truth, and shall be turned unto fables. 
2 Tim. iv. 2, 3, 4. There be some that trouble you, 
and would pervert the Gospel of Christ. But though 
we, or an angel from heaven, preach any other Gos- 
pel unto you than that which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed. As we said before, so say 
I now again, If any man preach any other Gospel 
unto you than that ye have received, let him be 
accursed. Gal. i. 7, 8,9. In vain they do worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the commandments of 
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men. Thus have ye made the commandment of 
God of none effect by your tradition. Matt. xv. 9. 6. 
To the law and to the testimony : if they speak not 
according to this word, it is because there is no 
light in them. Jsa. viii. 20. Every word of God is 
pure. Add thou not unto his words, lest he reprove 
thee, and thou be found a liar. Prov. xxx. 5, 6. 
What thing soever I command you, observe to do 
it: thou shalt not add thereto, nor diminish from it. 
it. Deut. xii. 32. Ye shall not add unto the word 
which I command you, neither shall ye diminish 
ought from it, that ye may keep the commandments 
of the Lord your God, which I command you. Deut. 
iv. 2. Prophecy came not in old time by the will 
of man: but holy men of God spake as they were - 
moved by the Holy Ghost. 2 Pet. i. 21. I testify 
unto every man that heareth the words of the pro- 
phecy of this book, If any man shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him the plagues that 
are written in this book: And if any man shall take 
away from the words of the book of this prophecy, 
God shall take away his part out of the book of 
life, and out of the holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book. Aev. xxii. 18, 19. 


CCCVIII. Article VII, Of the Old Testament. 


1. The ola 1. God, who at sundry times and in divers man- 
nestament ‘s ners spake in time past unto the fathers by the pro- 
tothe New, phets, hath in these last days spoken unto us by his 

Son. Heb. i. 1,2. Think not that I am come to 
destroy the Law, or the Prophets: I am not come 
to destroy, but to fulfil. For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one jot or one tittle 
shall in no wise pass from the law, till all are ful- 
filled. Matt. v. 17, 18. And he said unto them, 
These are the words which I spake unto you, while 
I was yet with you, that all things must be fulfilled, 
which were written in the Law of Moses, and in 
the Prophets, and in the Psalms, concerning me. 
Luke xxiv. 44. Wherefore the law was our school- 
master to bring us unto Christ. Gal, iii. 24. He 
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mightily convinced the Jews, and that publickly, 
shewing by the Scriptures that Jesus was Christ. 
Acts xviii. 28. 

2. Search the Scriptures ; for in them ye think 
ye have eternal life: and they are they which tes- 
tify of me. Had ye believed Moses, ye would have 
believed me: for he wrote of me. John v. 39. 46. 
Now the righteousness of God without the law is 
manifest, being witnessed by the Law and the Pro- 
phets. Rom. iii. 21. The mystery which was kept 
secret since the world began, but now is made ma- 
nifest, and, by the Scriptures of the prophets, ac- 
cording to the commandment of the everlasting God, 
made known to all nations for the obedience of faith, 
Rom. xvi. 25, 26. Many came into his lodging ; 
to whom he expounded and testified the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concerning Jesus, both out 
of the law of Moses, and out of the prophets, from 
morning until evening. Acts xxviii. 23. It is writ- 
ten in the prophets, And they shall be all taught of 
God.

For as many as are of 
the works of the law are under the curse: for it is 
written, Cursed is every one that continueth not in 
all things which are written in the book of the law 
to do them. Gal. ili. 11, 12. 10. Knowing that 
a manis not justified by the works of the law, 
but by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we have be- 
lieved in Jesus Christ, that we might be justified 
by the faith of Christ, and not by the works of the 
law: for by the works of the law shall no flesh be 
justified. Gal. ii. 16. They being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, and going about to establish their 
own righteousness, have not submitted themselves 
unto the righteousness of God. For Christ is the 
end of the law for righteousness to every one that 
believeth. Rom. x. 3,4. What saith the Scripture? 
Abraham believed God, and it was counted unto 
him for righteousness. Now to him that worketh 
is the reward not reckoned of grace, but of debt. 
But to him that worketh not, but believeth on him 
that justifieth the ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. Rom. iv. 3, 4,5. Abraham believed 
God, and it was accounted to him for righteousness. 
Know ye therefore that they which are of faith, the 
same are the children of Abraham. And the Scrip- 
ture, foreseeing that God would justify the heathen 
through faith, preached before the Gospel unto 
Abraham, saying, In thee shall all nations be bless- 
ed. So then they which be of faith are bless- 
ed with faithful Abraham. Gal. iii. 6 to 9. Not 
by works of righteousness which we have done, but 
according to his mercy he saved us; that being 
justified by his grace, we should be made heirs ac- 
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cording to the hope of eternal life. Tttus iii. 5. 7. 
Where is boasting then? it is excluded. By what 
law? of works? Nay: but by the law of faith. 
Therefore we conclude that a man is justified by 
faith without the deeds of the law. Rom. iii. 27,

tification, and redemption : that, according as it is 
written, He that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord.

iii, 9, 10. 19, 20. We are all as an unclean thing, 
and all our righteousnesses are as filthy rags. Jsa. 
lxiv. 6. Every good tree bringeth forth good 
fruit ; but a corrupt tree bringeth forth evil fruit. 
A good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither 
can a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit.

Wherefore 
remember, that ye being in time past Gentiles in the 
flesh, who are called Uncircumcision by that which is 
called the Circumcision in the flesh made by hands ;

gers from the covenants of promise, having no hope, 
and without God in the world: but now in Christ 
Jesus ye who sometimes were far off are made nigh 
by the blood of Christ.

of the truth, that they might be saved. 2 Thess. ii. 
2, 3. 7.9, 10. Many false prophets shall rise and 
shall deceive many. And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax cold. Matt. 
xxiv. 11,12. I charge thee therefore before God, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the quick 
and the dead at his appearing and his kingdom, 
preach the word : be instant in season, out of season ; 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine. For the time will come when they will not 
endure sound doctrine; but after their own lusts shall 
they heap to themselves teachers, having itching 
ears ; and they shall turn away their ears from the 
truth, and shall be turned unto fables. But watch 
thou in all things, do the work of an evangelist, 
make full proof of thy ministry. 2 Jim. iv. | to 5.

ae lies OF xiv. 26. 40. For this cause left 1 thee in Crete, 
and Authori- that thou shouldest set in order the things that are 
te eoreh ge Wanting. Titus i.5. The Jews ordained, and took 
Faith : upon them, and upon their seed, and upon all such 
as joined themselves unto them, so as it should not 
fail, that they would keep these two days according 
to their writing, and according to their appointed 
time every year; and that these days should be re- 


membered and kept throughout every generation, 
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every family, every province, and every city; and 
that these days of Purim should not fail from among 
the Jews, nor the memorial of them perish from their 
seed. Esth. ix. 27,28. And it was at Jerusalem 
the feast of the dedication*, and it was winter. And 
Jesus walked in the temple in Solomon’s porch. 
John x. 22, 23. There rose up certain of the sect 
of the Pharisees which believed, saying, That it was 
needful to circumcise them, and to command them to 
keep the law of Moses. And the apostles and elders 
came together for to consider of this matter. Then 
pleased it the apostles and elders, with the whole 
Church, to send chosen men of their own company 
to Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; namely, Ju- 
das surnamed Barsabas, and Silas, chief men among 
the brethren: and they wrote letters by them after 
this manner; The apostles and elders and brethren 
send greeting unto the brethren which are of the 
Gentiles in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia. For- 
asmuch as we have heard, that certain which went 
out from us have troubled you with words, saying 
Ye must be circumcised, and keep the law: to whom 
we gave no such commandment: it seemed good 
unto us, being assembled with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you with our beloved Barnabas 
and Paul. We have sent therefore Judas and Silas, 
who shall also tell you the same things by mouth. 
For it seemed good to the Holy Ghost, and to us, 
to lay upon you no greater burden than these neces- 
sary things; That ye abstain from meats offered to 
idols, and from blood, and from things strangled, 
and from fornication: from which if ye keep your- 
selves, ye shall do well. Acts xv. 5, 6. 22 to 25. 
27, 28, 29. As they went through the cities, they 
delivered them the decrees for to keep, that were 
ordained of the apostles and elders which were at 
Jerusalem. And so were the churches established in 
the faith, and increased in number daily. Acts xvi. 
4,5. AslI besought thee to abide still at Ephesus,

Having then gifts differing accord- 
ing to the grace that is given to us, whether pro- 
phecy, let us prophesy according to the proportion 
of faith; or ministry, let us wait on our minister- 
ing; or he that teacheth, on teaching: or he that

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exhorteth, on exhortation. Rom. xii. 6, 7,8. Which 
things also we speak, comparing spiritual things 
with spiritual. 1 Cor. ii. 13. Hold fast the form 
of sound words, which thou hast heard of me, in 
faith and love which is in Christ Jesus. 2 Tim. i. 
13. Prove all things; hold fast that which is good. 
1 Thess. v. 21. Let God be true, but every man 
a liar. What advantage then hath the Jew? Much 
every way: chiefly, because that unto them were 
committed the oracles of God. Rom. iii. 4. 1, 2. 
These things write I unto thee, hoping to come 
unto thee shortly: but if 1 tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to behave thyself 
in the house of God, which is the Church of the 
living God, the pillar and ground of the truth. 1 
Tim. iii. 14, 15. Peter and John answered and said 
unto them, Whether it be right in the sight of God 
to hearken unto you more than unto God, judge 
ye. For we cannot but speak the things which we 
have seen and heard. cts iv. 19, 20. I speak 
after the manner of men; Though it be but a man’s 
covenant, yet if it be confirmed, no man disannull- 
eth, or added thereto. Gal. iii. 15. But though we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach any other Gospel 
unto you than that which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed. As we said before, so 
say I now again, If any man preach any other Gos- 
pel unto you than that ye have received, let him 
be accursed. Gal. i. 8, 9.

xliv. 20. 

2. I am in a strait betwixt two, having a desire 
to depart, and to be with Christ ; which is far bet- 
ter. Phil. i. 23. We are confident, I say, and wil- 
ling rather to be absent from the body, and to 
be present with the Lord. 2 Cor. v. 8. There is 
therefore now no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus. Rom. viii. 1. Let no man beguile 
you of your reward in a voluntary humility and 
worshipping of angels, intruding into those things 
which he hath not seen, vainly puffed up by his 
fleshly mind.

the congregation are holy, every one of them, and 
the Lord is among them. And there came out a 
fire from the Lord, and consumed the two hundred 
and fifty men that offered incense. The censers of 
these sinners against their own souls, let them make 
them broad plates for a covering of the altar: for 
they offered them before the Lord, therefore they 
are hallowed; and they shall be a sign unto the 
children of Israel. Num. xvi. 3. 35. 38. But 
when Uzziah was strong, his heart was lifted up 
to his destruction: for he transgressed against 
the Lord his God, and went into the temple 
of the Lord to burn incense upon the altar of 
incense. And Azariah the priest went in after 
him, and with him fourscore priests of the Lord, 
that were valiant men: and they withstood Uz- 
ziah the king, and said unto him, It appertaineth 
not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn incense unto the 
Lord, but to the priests the sons of Aaron, that 
are consecrated to burn incense: go out of the 
sanctuary; for thou hast trespassed; neither shall it 
be for thine honour from the Lord God. Then Uz- 
ziah was wroth, and had acenser in his hand to 
burn incense; and while he was wroth with the 
priests, the leprosy even rose up in his forehead 
before the priests in the house of the Lord, from be- 
side the incense altar. And Azariah the chief priest, 
and all the priests, looked upon him, and, behold, 
he was leprous in his forehead, and they thrust 
him out from thence; yea, himself hasted also to 
go out, because the Lord had smitten him. 2 Chron. 
xxvi. 16 to 23. And he ordained twelve, that they 
should be with him, and that he might send them 
forth to preach. Mark ii. 14. After these things 
the Lord appointed other seventy also, and sent 
them two and two before his face into every city 
and place, whither he himself would come. Luke 
x. 1. Then said Jesus to them again, Peace be 
unto you: as my Father hath sent me, even so 
send I you. John xx. 21. Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations; teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: and, lo, I am 
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with you alway, even unto the end of the world. 
Amen. Matt. xxviii. 19, 20. Wherefore of these 
men which have companied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out among us, be- 
ginning from the baptism of John, unto that same 
day that he was taken up from us, must one be or- 
dained to be a witness with us of his resurrection. 
Acts i. 21,22, As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Separate me Bar- 
nabas and Saul for the work whereunto I have 
called them. And when they had fasted and pray- 
ed, and laid their hands on them, they sent them 
away. Acis xiii. 2,3. Paul, an Apostle, not of 
men, neither by man, but by Jesus Christ, and God 
the Father, who raised him from the dead. Gal. i. 
1. God hath given to us the ministry of reconcilia- 
tion ; now then we are ambassadors for Christ, as 
though God did beseech you by us: we pray you 
in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God. 2 Cor. 
v. 18. 20. And when they had preached the Gos- 
pel to that city, and had taught many, they return- 
ed again to Lystra, confirming the souls of the dis- 
ciples, and exhorting them to continue in the faith. 
And when they had ordained them elders in every 
church, and had prayed with fasting, they commend- 
ed them to the Lord, on whom they believed. ets 
xiv. 21, 22, 23. For this cause left I thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the things that are 
wanting, and ordain elders in every city, as I had 
appointed thee. Zitusi. 5. Neglect not the gift 
that is in thee, which was given thee by prophecy, 
with the laying on of the hands of the presbytery. 
1 Tim. iv. 14. I put thee in remembrance that 
thou stir up the gift of God, which is in thee by 
the putting on of my hands. 2 Zim. i. 6. The things 
that thou hast heard of me among many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faithful men, who shall 
be able to teach others also. 2 Zim. ii. 2. Take 
heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all the flock, 
over the which the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the Church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood.

In the 
church I had rather speak five words with my un- 
derstanding, that by my voice I might teach others 
also, than ten thousand words in an unknown tongue. 
If therefore the whole church be come together into 
one place, and all speak with tongues, and there 
come in those that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
will they not say that ye are mad? but if all pro- 
phesy, and there come in one that believeth not, or 
one unlearned, he is convinced of all, he is judged 
of all: and thus are the secrets of his heart made 
manifest ; and so falling down on his face he will 
worship God. Let all things be done unto edify- 
ing. If any man speak in an unknown tongue, 
let it be by two, or at the most by three, and that 
by course ; and let one interpret. But if there be 


no interpreter, let him keep silence in the church.

2, 8, 4. There are two Sacraments ordained of Christ our Lord in the Gospel, that 
is to say, Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord.—Those five commonly called Sacra- 
ments, that is to say, Confirmation, Penance. Orders, Matrimony, and extreme Unc- 
tion, are not to be counted for Sacraments of the Gospel, being such as have grown part- 
ly of the corrupt following of the Apostles, part!y are states of life allowed in the Scrip- 
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tures; but yet have not like nature of Sacraments with Baptism, and the Lord’s Sup- 
per, for that they have not any visible sign or ceremony ordained of God.—The Sa- 
craments were not ordained of Christ to be gazed upon, or to be carried about, but 
that we should duly use them. And in such only as worthily receive the same they 
have a wholesome effect or operation: but they that receive them unworthily pur- 
chase to themselves damnation, as St. Paul saith.

he come. Wherefore whosoever shall eat this bread, 
and drink this cup of the Lord, unworthily, shal! 
be guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. But 
let a man examine himself, and so let him cat of 
that bread, and drink of that cup. For he that 
eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth and drink- 
eth damnation to himself, not discerning the Lord’s 
body. For this cause many are weak and sickly 
among you, and many sleep. For if we would 
judge ourselves, we should not be judged. But 
when we are judged, we are chastened of the Lord, 
that we should not be condemned with the world.

It is not necessary that Traditions and Ceremonies be in all places one, and 
utterly like; for at all times they have been divers, and may be changed according to 
the diversities of countries, times, and men’s manners, so that nothing be ordained 
against God’s Word. Whosoever through his private judgment, willingly and pur- 
posely, doth openly break the traditions and ceremonies of the Church, which be not 
yepugnant to the Word of God, and be ordained and approved by common authority, 
ought to be rebuked openly, (that others may fear to do the like,) as he that offendeth 
against the common order of the Church, and hurteth the authority of the Magistrate, 
and woundeth the consciences of the weak brethren. 


1, 2. Let all things be done decently and in or- 
der. 1 Cor. xiv. 40. Let every soul be subject 
unto the higher powers. For there is no power 
but of God: the powers that be are ordained of 
God. Wherefore ye must needs be subject, not 
only for wrath, but also for conscience’ sake. Rom. 
xi. 1.5. Judge this, that no man put a stum- 
blingblock or an occasion to fall in his brother's 
way. For the kingdom of God is not meat and 
drink ; but righteousness, and peace, and joy in the . 
Holy Ghost. Let us therefore follow after the 
things which make for peace, and things wherewith 
one may edify another. Rom. xiv. 13. 17. 19. 
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Though I be absent in the flesh, yet I am with you 
in the spirit, joying and beholding your order, and 
the stedfastness of your faith in Christ. Col. ii. 5. 
Diotrephes, who loveth to have the preeminence 
among them, receiveth us not. Wherefore, if I 
come, I will remember his deeds which he doeth, 
prating against us with malicious words: and not 
content therewith neither doth he himself receive 
the brethren, and forbiddeth them that would, and 
casteth them out of the church. 3 John 9, 10. 
Now we command you, brethren, in the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw yourselves 
from every brother that walketh disorderly, and not 
after the tradition which ye received of us. 2 Thess. 
iii. 6. If any man seem to be contentious, we 
have no such custom, neither the churches of God. 
1 Cor. xi. 16. Now we exhort you, brethren, warn 
them that are unruly. 1 Zhess. v. 14. Them that 
sin rebuke before all, that others also may fear. 
1 Zim. vy. 20. I beseech you, brethren, mark them 
which cause divisions and offences contrary to the 
doctrine which ye have learned; and avoid them. 
For they that are such serve not our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Rom. xvi. 17, 18. When ye sin so against 
the brethren, and wound their weak conscience, ye 
sin against Christ. 1 Cor. viii. 12. 

3. Every particular or national Church hath authority to ordain, change, and 
abolish ceremonies or rites of the Church ordained only by man’s authority, so that 
all things be done to edifying. 

3. Submit yourselves to every ordinance of man 
for the Lord’s sake. 1 Pet. ii. 13. Obey them that 
have the rule over you, and submit yourselves: for 
they watch for your souls, as they that must give 
account, that they may do it with joy, and not with 
grief: for that is unprofitable for you. Heb. xiii. 
17. Let all things be done unto edifying. 1 Cor. 
xiv. 26. 


CCCXXXVI. Article XXXV. Of the Homilies. 


The second Book of Homilies, the several titles whereof we have joined under this 
Article, doth contain a godly and wholesome doctrine, and necessary for these times, 
as doth the former Book of Homilies, which were set forth in the time of Edward the 
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Sixth; and therefore we judge them to be read in Churches by the Ministers, 
diligently and distinctly, that they may be understanded of the people.

CCCXXXVII. Article XXXVI. Of Consecration of Bishops 
and Ministers. 

The Book of Consecration of Archbishops and Bishops, and Ordering of Priests and 
Deacons, lately set forth in the time of Edward the Sixth, and confirmed at the same 
time by authority of Parliament, doth contain all things necessary to such Consecra- 
tion and Ordering; neither hath it any thing, that of itself is superstitious and un- 
godly. And therefore whosoever are consecrated or ordered according to the Rites of 
that Book, since the second year of the forenamed King Edward unto this time, or 


hereafter shall be consecrated or ordered according to the same Rites; we decree all 
euch to be rightly, orderly, and lawfully consecrated and ordered. 


And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Take 
Aaron and his sons with him, and gather thou all 
the congregation together unto the door of the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation. This is the thing 
which the Lord commanded to be done. And Moses 
took the anointing oil, and he poured of the anoint- 
ing oil upon Aaron’s head, and anointed him, to 
sanctify him. And Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon the altar, and 
sprinkled it upon Aaron, and upon his sons, and 
sanctified Aaron, and his sons. Lev, viii. 1, 2, 3. 
5. 10. 12. 30. Thou shalt bring the Levites be- 
fore the tabernacle of the congregation : and thou 
shalt gather the whole assembly of the children of 
Tsrael together: and thou shalt bring the Levites 
before the Lord: and the children of Israel shall 
put their hands upon the Levites: and Aaron shall 
offer the Levites before the Lord for an offering of 
the children of Israel, that they may execute the 
service of the Lord. Num. viii. 9, 10,11. Then 
said Jesus, As my Father hath sent me, even so 
send I you. And when he had said this, he breathed 
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on them, and said unto them, Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost: Whose soever sins ye remit, they are re- 
mitted unto them ; and whose soever sins ye retain, 
they are retained. John xx. 21, 22, 23. Paul, to 
all the saints in Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, 
with the Bishops and Deacons. Phil. i. 1. For this 
cause left I thee in Crete, that thou shouldest set 
in order the things that are wanting, and ordain 
elders in every city, as I had appointed thee. Zit. 
i. 5. If aman desire the office of a Bishop, he 
desireth a good work. A Bishop must be blame- 
less. Likewise must the Deacons be grave, hold- 
ing the mystery of the faith in a pure conscience. 
Let these also first be proved; then let them use 
the office of a Deacon, being found blameless. 1 Zim. 
iil. 1, 2. 8, 9, 10. Whom they set before the Apos- 
tles: and when they had prayed, they laid their 
hands on them. Acts vi. 6. Take heed unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the church 
of God, which he hath purchased with his own blood. 
Acts xx. 28. Wherefore I put thee in remembrance 
that thou stir up the gift of God which is in thee, 
by the putting on of my hands. 2 Jim. i. 6. Neg- 
lect not the gift that is in thee, which was given 
thee by prophecy, with the laying on of the hands 
of the presbytery. 1 Zim. iv. 14. See the Offices 
for Ordering Deacons and Priests ; and that for the 
Consecration of Bishops : pages 603—668. 


CCCXXXVIII. Article XXXVII. Of the Civil 
Magistrates. 


1, 2. The Queen’s Majesty hath the chief power inthis Realm of England, and other 
her Dominions, unto whom the chief Government of all Estates of this Realm, 
whether they be Ecclesiastical or Civil, in all causes doth appertain, and is not, nor 
ought to be, subject to any foreign J urisdiction.— Where we attribute to the Queen’s 
Majesty the chief government, by which Titles we understand the minds of some 
slanderous folks to be offended; we give not to our Princes the ministering either 
of God’s Word, or of the Sacraments, the which thing the injunctions also lately set 
forth by Elizabeth our Queen do most plainly testify ; but that only prerogative, which 
we see to have been given always to all godly Princes in holy Scriptures by God him- 
self; that is, tat they should rule all states and degrees committed to their charge by 
God, whether they be Ecclesiastical or Temporal, and restraiu with the civil sword 
the stubborn and evil-doers.

Moreover in Jerusalem did Jehoshaphat 
set of the Levites, and of the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, for the judgment of the Lord, and for con- 
troversies. 2 Chron. xix. 5. 8. And Asa appointed 
certain of the Levitecs to minister before the ark 
of the Lord, and to record, and to thank and praise 
the Lord God of Isracl. 1 Chron. xvi. 4. 

3. When Uzziah was strong, his heart was lifted 
up to his destruction: for he transgressed against 
the Lord his God, and went into the temple of the 
Lord to burn incense upon the altar of incense. 
And Azariah the priest went in after him, and with 
him fourscore priests of the Lord, that were valiant 
men: and they withstood Uzziah the king, and 
said unto him, It appertaineth not unto thee, Uzziah, 
to burn incense unto the Lord, but to the priests 
the sons of Aaron, that are consecrated to burn in- 
cense. And while he was wroth with the priests, 
the leprosy even rose up in his forehead before the 
priests in the house of the Lord, from beside the 
incense altar. 2 Chron. xxvi. 16 to 19. And kings 
shall be thy nursing fathers, and their queens thy 
nursing mothers. Jsa. xlix. 23. Then king Je- 
hoash called for Jehoiada the priest, and the other 
priests, and said unto them, Why repair ye not the 
breaches of the house? now therefore receive no 
more money of your acquaintance, but deliver it for 
the breaches of the house. 2 Kings xii. 7. And 
Hezekiah appointed the courses of the priests and 
the Levites after their courses, every man accord- 
ing to his service, the priests and Levites for burnt 
offerings and for peace offerings, to minister, and to 
give thanks, and to praise in the gates of the tents 
of the Lord. 2 Chron. xxxi. 2. And the king com- 
manded all the people, saying, Keep the passover 
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unto the Lord your God, as it is written in the book 
of this covenant. 2 Kings xxiii. 21. So Solomon 
thrust out Abiathar from being priest unto the Lord ; 
and Zadok the priest did the king put in the room 
of Abiathar. 1 Kings ii. 27. 35. Let none of you 
suffer as a busybody in other men’s matters. 1 Pet.
